Eight days have elapsed since Har­ 
vey Gartrell, 20 years old, of near 
Morgans, shot and instantly killed 
Miss Arta 
Iris Jenkins 
at Buckeys­ 
town, and no trace of the murderer has 
been brought to light. 
As the days 
pass by the authorities arc more in­ 
clined to think that Gartrell’s lifeless 
boily will be found floating in the Mo­ 
nocacy river. 
Both Sheriff James A. Jones and 
Deputy Sheriff Charles W. Smith, who 
have been working on the case, are of 
the belief that Gartrell jumped 
into 
the Monocacy. States’ Attorney Aaron 
R. Anders also shares the idea that 
the youthful slayer is dead in the riv­ 
er. 
Ever since the murder the State’s 
Attorney has believed that the mys­ 
tery of the disappearance of Gartrell 
will be explained when his body is 
found in the Monocacy. 
Opinion oir 
the streets seems to be divided, some 
persona believing that Gartrell is a 
suicide, while 
still others 
maintain
